Mr.  Graves   felt  that  after  so  long  and  arduous  a 
business  course  he   ne<   led  re]  for   his   health. 

and  in   \$>J2  he  \  i - : i c  ! .  in  company  with  his  wife, 
Pacific  Coast,  and  made  a  tour  of  the  world,  contril 
ting  valuable  articles  t"  the  press.     During  hi-  tow 
\ isited  the  most   important  mis  ionan    stations  in  I 
count ric     through    which    he    passed.     On    returi 
from  his  travels  in  1874.  Mr.  Graves  was  made  Mayor 
of  Syracuse.     He  had  always  been  public  spirited  and 
took  much  interest  in  educational  matters,  and  for  se\ 
cral  years  was  School  Commissioner  and  President  of 
the  Board  1  >f  Education. 

Mr.  Graves  was  an  intelligent  writer,  and  possessed 
« >ne  of  the  best  private  libraries  in  the  State,  compi 
ing  more  than  hi. (hid  volumes  collected  by  himself, 
embracing  many  rare  and  costly  works.  His  libran 
u;i>  frequently  visited  by  scholars  from  distant  points 
who  wished  t<»  avail  themselves  of  it-  treasures.  He 
sustained  a  lectureship  on  missions  at  Xeu  Bruns- 
wick and  also  at  the  University  of  Syracuse.  Mr. 
Graves  was  also  a  liberal  patron  of  the  fine  art-. 

lie  paid  for  the  erection  of  a  fire  proof  library  b 
ing  at  Hope  College,  Michigan,  and  gave  that  institu- 
tion his  entire  library.     He  received  the  degree  of  1  I 
I),  in  1894. 


Although  advanced  in  years,  Mr.  Graves  c  mtinued 
toad  as  President  of  the  X.  Y.  State  Haul  g  I  o.  to 
the  time  of  his  death,  ['or  man)  year>  he  was  tru^tet 
of  the  Svracuse  Savings  Hank  and  al<o  one  ol  the 
trustees  of  the  State  Asylum  for  Fecbk  Minded 
Children. 

Mr.  Graves  was  twice  married.  Iii-  first  wife  being 
Miss  Helen  Brccse  of  Cazenovia,  who  died  in  1844. 
lu  the  following  year  Mr.  Graves  married  Miss  Cath- 
erine  II.

Conn.,  which  was  her  home  until  the 
time  of  her  marriage.  Here  she  grew  up  in  close 
touch  with  nature,  useful  in  the  community,  taking  an 
active  place  in  choir  and  Sunday  school,  a  friend  to  the 
sick  and  suffering,  and  always  full  of  courage  and 
cheer.
